Arouses Apprehensions 


Willemstad, Island of Caracas, Feb. 
27.—President Castro is greatly un- 
nerved as the result of the unsuccessful 
attempt by an unknown person to pois- 
on the most Rev. Dr. Juan Bautista 
Castro, archbishop of Venezuela, by 
putting nitrate of silver in the com- 
munion wine on Sunday, which caused 
a great sensation. The Archbishop 
some time ago issued a rebuke to the 
Venezuelan clergy for their immorality. 
The attempt on the Archbishop’s life is 
generally attributed to a priest.

Caracas, Feb. 25.—Castro is _ still 
belligerent. He says he will humble 
France and defy and break up the Mon- 
roe doctrine. 


MUST SERVE HIS TERM. 

Paris, Feb. 26.—The Ministry of Jus- 
tice has acted adversely on applica- 
tion of American authorities for exe- 
cutive clemency in the case of Elliott 
F. Sheppard, of New York, grandson 
of W. H. Vanderbilt, who was senienc- 
ed to three months’ imprisonment and 
{$20 fine and to pay four thousand dol- 
lars damages to the parents of Lad- 
eline Marduel, who was killed by Shep- 
pard’s azutomobile. 


CEMETERIES DENIED ADMISSION 
Chicago, Feb. 26.—After repeated ef- 
forts to secure a final resting place 
for the body of John Hoch in one of 
the city cemeteries, the two clergyrnen 
who were at. the scaffold yesterday 
when he was hanged, finally despaired 
and the body was interred in the pot- 
ter’s field, adjoining the county poor 
farm. The cemetery in which Spies, 
Parsons, Engel and Fischer executed 
Anarchists, were buried, refused to ad- 
mit Hoch’s body.

Washington, Feb. 27.Consul-Gener- 
al Rodgers at Shanghai cabled to ihe 
state department that American mis- 
sion stations at Nancheng in the prov- 
ince of Kiangsi have been destroyed. 
Telegrams received from the point indi- 
cated state that the fourteen American 
missionaries at those places escaped, 
bui the Kingham family, English, two 
adults and two children, are reported 
to have been killed. 


WILL PROTECT FOREIGNERS 

Washingion, Feb. 24.—The United 
States secreiary of state has received 
a cablegram from Mr. Rockhill, min- 
ister to China, that he sees no cause 
for apprehension concerning the situ- 
ation there. The published reports of 
uneasiness are believed to be without 
cause. Missionary . troubles are not 
more frequent than, usual, it ig said, 
and were due, aS was the Shanghai 
riot, to local causes. 

Mr. Rockhill says the Chinese gov- 
ernment appreciates the importance of 
preventing hostility towards foreign- 
ers, that it has recently been cautioned 


by Japan in this) respect, and that it 
has declared its determination to en- 
sure their safety under all circum- 
stances. The dispatch adds that while 
the boycott may continue with local 
friction, nothing more serious igs an- 
ticipated by those on the ground. A 
pronounced general feeling of deter- 
mination is noted on the part of the 
Chinese to secure complete economic 
exploitation of their empire.

Winnipeg, Feb. 27.-That a

The scarcity of water and low 
pressure has been quite noticeable in 
the city for some days and from all 
reports, it assumed alarming  pro- 
tions yesterday. Significant statements 
were made on the question by the city 
engineer and chairman of the fire, wa- 
ter and light committee. The city en- 
gineer says, ‘‘We made a mistake four 
years 2go when we did not dig an ad- 
ditional well. It would be a good 
idea to warn the citizens to be as 
economical as possible in the use of 
water. It will be three months be- 
fore the well under construction will 
be finished, and economy will be nec- 
essary until we get additional supply 
from it. There has been a very heavy 
waste of water for some days. We 
have so far been unable to locate this 
waste. It is not at the reservoir and 
it must be with some consumers.”

PRINCE RUPERT 

The above cation is the euphonious 
and appropriate name which the Grand 
Trunk Pacific have adopted for their 
terminus on the Pacific Coast. The 
people of Canada were given an oppor- 
tunity of naming this city. which some 
day will become one of the greatest 
seaports On the Western coast of Am- 
erica, and 1,200 different names were 
submitted by those who took part in 
the contest. A name has been chosen 
that is significant of Canada and one 
that was prominent in the early his- 
tory of the country, when nearly the 
entire area of British North America 
was known as Prince Rupert’s Land. 
Under the terms of the condition that 
the name should contain no more than 
three syllables, nor more than ten 
letters, the name which complied with 
the conditions and most nearly resera- 
bled that selected was Port Rupert. this 
name being suggested by Mrs. John 
Orme, of Bonnechere, Ontario, and by 
Mr. R. Kirkwood, of Coppercliffe, On- 
tario. The judges, however, decided 
that “Prince Rupert” was a mee 
pleasing name and more appropriate, 
and awarded the two hundred and fifty 


| dollar prize to Miss Eleanor A. Mac- 


donald. of Winnipeg, Manitoba, who 
was the only one who submitied tnis 
name. The Grand Trunk Pacifiv, how- 
ever, recognizing the spirit of the con- 
test awarded the same amount to each 
; of the two contestants who supmitted 
the name Port Ruport. 

But why Prince Rupert? What had 
the dashing young cavalry leader of the 
Cavaliers nearly thctee hundred years 
ago to do with Canada? Prince Rupert 
was really the first Briti sh Canadian 
; business magnate. He was a promoter 
of the Hudson’s Bay Company, and its 
first Governor. jn 1670. In that -year 
Charles II. granted a charter to the 
Prince and seventeen other noblemen 
and gentlemen, incorporating them as 
“The Governor and Company of Adven- 
turers of England, trading into Hud- 
son’s Bay,’’ and securing to them the 
sole trade and commerce of all those 
seas and straits, bays, rivers, lakes, 
creeks and sounds in whatever latitude 
they shall be, that lie within the en- 
trance to the straits, commonly called 
Hudson’s Straits, together with all the 
lands and territories upon the countries, 
coasts and confines of the seas, bays 
etc., aforesaid that were not already 
actually possessed by or granted toany 
other subjects. or possessed by the sub- 
jects of any other Christian Prince or 
State. The first settlement of the coun- 
try thus granted which was to be 
known as Rupert's Land were made on 
James Bay and at Churchill and 
Hoyle River. 

Prince Rupert was born in 1919. the 
son Of Frederick V.» Blector-palatine 
and Elizabeth, eldest daughter of James 
I. of England. He was a man of im- 
petuous bravery, but at the same time| 
showed lack of caution. When only 13 
years old he took pert in the siege o 
Rheimberg, and at the age of 18: com- 
manded a regiment of cavalry in active 
service. At the beginning of the civil 
war in England he was placed at the 
head of a regiment of horse and took 
part in several battles. Not withstang- 
ing a serious error at Marston Moor. 
he was soon appointed Commander of 
all the Royal troops. After the defeat 
of Naseby, on June 14, 1645, he retired 
to Bristol, but surrendered that city 
on August 22. The King thereupcn de- 
prived him of his commission. In 1648 
| he was, for want of any competent man 

appointed to command the fleet.He was 
blockaded in Blake Harbor, and in Oc- 
tober, 1649, forced his way out and 
steered for Lisbon. Blake pursued him 
and he was only saved by assistance 
from the King of Portugal. He subse- 
quently escaped to the West Indies, but 
after the restoration of Charles II. he 
was made a Privy Councillor, and sery- 
ed under the Duke of York against the 
Dutch. He was afierwards Governor of

This was the 
gentieman’s trump card and he drew 
interesting and impressive cornparisons 
between this large sum and the com- 
paratively smail amounts which were 
formerly left in the Provincial treas- 
ury after the public requirements of 
the year had been met. 

But what Mr. Agnew did not inform 
his hearers was the source from which 
this “surplus” was derived. Of the 
receipts of the Provincial Government 
during the year the sum of $446,752.91 
was received from the sale of pubic 
lands, thus leaving a surplus of $18,- 
870.11 of current receipts over current 
expenditures. The remainder of thesum 
miscalled ‘“‘surplus’’ by the Honorabie 
gentleman came from the alienation of 
the Provincial resources and illustrates 
not the financial genius of the Manito- 
ba Provincial Treasurer but the fact 
that those resources have been z.lienat- 
ed faster during the past year than 
during any preceding year. 

The goal of such policy is inevitable 
and apparent. Resources held by the 
Province can only be utilised by sac- 
rificing those 


the sum. annually secured 

them the larger the slice of 
resources annually substracted 
from the Provincial assets.
